THE ABOVE OFFICERS WERE WORKING AS CONTRACTED, UNIFORM SECURITY 
OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD/ SUNSET, BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT/ 
ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD, SUITE # 169, 
HOLLYWOOD, CA. 90028. TELEPHONE # (323) 465-0122. 


OBSERVATIONS: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME WE ( OFFICERS ) RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL 
AT 6263 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. ( DILLIONS IRISH PUB ) REGARDING A POSSIBLE 
484 P.C. ( PETTY THEFT ). UPON ARRIVAL WE MET WITH THE REPORTING PARTY 
( KEKERIS, NICK ) WHO WAS WORKING AS A FLOOR MANAGER AT THE TIME. 


HE ( KEKERIS ) STATED THAT THE SUSPECT ( LATER INDENTIFIED AS LEWIS, 
JOHNTON ) STOLE A LAP TOP FROM THE COUNTER ON THE SECOND FLOOR OF 
THE PUB. HE ALSO STATED THAT THE SUSPECT PLACED THE LAPTOP INTO HIS 
PANTS AND EXITED THE PUB. KEKERIS STATED THAT THE OWNER OF THE 
LAPTOP IS A WAITRESS FOR DILLIONS. SHE PLACED THE LAPTOP ON THE 
COUNTER ON THE SECOND FLOOR, ENTERED THE OFFICE FOR A MOMENT. 
WHEN SHE EXITED THE OFFICE, THE LAP TOP HAD BEEN REMOVED. BOTH 
KEKERIS AND THE OWNER OF THE LAP TOP CHECKED THE SURVEILLANCE 
CAMERAS RELATING TO THE SECOND FLOOR.THEY OBSERVED THE DEFT. 
PLACE THE LAP TOP INTO HIS PANTS AND EXIT THE PUP. KEKERIS CALLED THE 
BID PATROL AND AWAITED FOR OUR ARRIVAL. PRIOR TO OUR ARRIVAL, THE 
DEFT. RETURNED TO THE PUB AND RETURNED TO THE SECOND FLOOR OF 
SAME. THE VICTIM LEFT THE LOCATION PRIOR TO OUR ARRIVAL. SHE 
WAS UNAVAILABLE FOR COMMENT. 


AS WE ( OFFICERS) WERE OBTAINING THE ABOVE INFORMATION, THE DEFT. 
APPROACHED THE MAIN EXIT DOOR. KEKERIS POINTED TO THE DEFT. AND 
ADVISED US THE HE WAS THE SUSPECT ON THE VIDEO. WE ( OFFICERS ) 
APPROACHED THE DEFT. AND ASKED IF WE COULD SPEAK WITH HIM. THE DEFT. 
SAID “ NO PROBLEM “ AND WENT BACK INSIDE OF THE PUB, ON HIS OWN. WE 
ASKED IF HE KNEW ANYTHING ABOUT A STOLEN LAP TOP. THE DEFT. STATED 
THAT HIS FRIEND TOLD HIM TO GET THE LAP TOP AND BRING IT TO THE FRONT 
OF THE PUB ( OUTSIDE ). THE DEFT. STATED THAT HE PLACED THE LAP TOP 
INTO HIS PANTS AND EXITED THE PUB. HE THEN GAVE IT TO HIS FRIEND. 
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MEANWHILE, WE ( OFFICERS ) ADVISED THE R/P TO CALL LAPD. 

APPROX: 2030 HOURS, LAPD UNIT 6-A-15 RESPONDED TO OUR LOCATION. WE ( 
OFFICERS ) RELAYED OUR INFORMATION TO THE OFFICERS. THEY TOOK 
CUSTODY OF THE DEFT. AND PLACED HIM UNDER ARREST FOR 487 P.C. GRAND 
THEFT. 


DURING THE INVESTIGATION, THE SECOND SUSPECT WAS OBSERVED 
STANDING ON THE SOUTHWEST CORNER OF HOLLYWOOD AND VINE. WE 

( OFFICERS) EXITED OUR VEHICLE IN AN ATTEMPT TO SPEAK WITH HIM. 
HOWEVER,THE SUSPECT FLED FROM US ON FOOT. WE ENGAGED IN A BRIEF 
FOOT PURSUIT AFTER THE SUSPECT. WE WERE UNABLE TO CATCH HIM. HE WAS 
LAST SEEN RUNNING SOUTH ON VINE TO EAST ON SELMA AVENUE.
